Bauer Says Agreement Reached 
In Conflict Over Income Tax Bill

Sen. Hal Bauer of Lincoln 


said late Wednesday that he 
and Gov. Frank 
Morrison 


have agreed to an amend- 
ment which would remove the 
governor's objections to ap- 
jarent conflict between the 
state income tax bill and the 
six-year capital construction 
program. 
The governor's agreement is 


subject to approval of the 
language of the amendment 
by the attorney general, Bau- 
er said. 


The 
Lincoln 
lawmaker's 


comments followed his second 
meeting of the day with Mor- 
rison. 


Aides Attend 


Also attending the confer- 


ence in the governor's office 
were Lt. Gov. Philip Soren- 
sen; William Peters, legal 
counsel to the state tax com- 
missioner, and gubernatorial 
aides. 


Morrison was not available 


for comment after he left the 
Statehouse. 


Bauer is attempting to 


amend LB562, the bill which 
removes the state from the 
property tax field, so as to 
break the conflict which may 
exist between the income tax 
bill, LB797, and the capital 
construction bill, LB890. 


Morrison Tuesday had an- 


nounced his intention to veto 
LB797 as a result of the ap 
parent conflict. 


Later, he indicated that he 


would not veto the income 
tax bill "If the Legislature 
finds some way to adequately 
carrying flut the provisions" 
of LB890. 


Bauer said his amendment, 


if approved by the Legisla- 


ture, "will'remove complete- 
ly the objections which the 
governor raised as to a con- 
flict between LB890 and LB- 
797." 


Thursday 


If the governor receives ap- 


proval of the amendment by 
the attorney general's office, 
Bauer said, he will be pre- 
pared to offer it to the Leg- 
islature Thursday. 


Bauer said the governor is 


concerned that the amend- 
ment be so drafted that the 
six-year program would not 
be lost if the income tax bill 
were repealed by a vote of 
the people in a possible 1966 
referendum. 


This fear had never been 


publicly raised. 


The tax will probably face 


a referendum vote if it clears 
the governor's office. 


Morrison raised no other 


objections to the income tax 
bill, Bauer said. The word 
"veto" was not even men- 
tioned during the meeting, 
he said.

Con- 
gressional observers consider the measure 
has a good chance of final approval—thus 
elevating municipal affairs to cabinet lev- 
el in the national 
administration.

No one can look at current develop- 


ments, gaze into the future and lay out a 
foolproof plan of action for tomorrow. Also, 
no one can look at conditions as they exist 
today and deny that things are changing. 
The communities that persist in clinging to

anarch of civilization over the next quarter 
of a century and beyond. The role of local 
government is bound to be an increasing 
one in any area that hopes to share in the 
prosperity of future growth and expansion 
-because the larger the citizenry becomes, 
the more difficulty it has in meeting its 
own problems.

.something other than sanitary sewers. It 
steins from improper connections to the 
sewers, construction techniques or l a n d 
subduision that docs not adequately drain 
the residential lots and other things. These 
failures bring storm and other water into 
the sanitary sewer system that should not 
be there. 


Why does something like this happen? 


It happens mainly because the city is not 
adequately staffed to deal with all the even- 
tualities that can come about. The city 
cannot and it is generally known that it 
does not make the construction inspections 
that would be essential to eliminate all prob- 
lems. 


That subdivision is in existence because 


of growth of the city, which demonstrates 
the problems that can come to govern- 
ment with growth. This same growth, how- 
ever, is the thing that enriches the lives 
of the citizens of a community. It is the 
thing which offers to these citizens the op- 
portunity of better jobs, of expanding mar- 
kets for goods and services, of higher sal- 
aries and of a better standard of living in 
general.

Nothing Lost In Algeria 


'It appears at tlu's stage that the West, 


'at least, has lost nothing in the military 
takeover of Algeria and the ouster of 
President Ahmed Ben Bella. In his place 
we h a v e Col. Houari Boumedienne, a 


~ trained revolutionary and respected mili- 


tary man whose past support of Ben Bella 
assured the letter's presidency after inde- 
pendence of the country from F r a n c e 
in.1962. 


It is hoped that reports now coming 


out of Algeria are correct — that Bou- 
medienne represents A r a b nationalism 
more than any other philosophy. With na- 
tionalism, this country can at least live but 
it is a philosophy foreign to the final goal 
of communism. 


The emergence of Algeria as a national- 


ist rather than a leftist leaning nation 
would be a healthy influence upon the rest 
of the African continent as well as Asia 


and the Middle East. That Boumedienne 
might well have feared the Moscow and 
Peiping leanings of Ben Bella carries some 
substance since his takeover occurred just 
ahead of the p l a n n e d June 29 African- 
Asian conference in Algiers. 


The conference may well not even come 


off now and that would be a welcome de- 
velopment if, as is suspected, it might have 
been a force in the direction of Russia 
and Red China. The Algeria development 
comes, too, at a time when the United 
States is resuming food shipments to the 
United Arab Republic. 


Resumption of this relationship is the 


result of improved relations with President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser. All these things point 
to a growing sense of independence through- 
out many of the world's trouble spots—a 
mark of western progress in the struggle 
against communism. 


Persecution Not In Order 


In its position against student demon- 


strations opposing U.S. policy in Viet Nam, 
the Nebraska Veterans of Foreign Wars 
(VFW) 
are about as misguided as some 


of those they would legislate against. The 
VFW would like such demonstrating stu- 
<jents drafted into the Army as a result 
of their action. 


• - -With some of the actions of the stu- 


dents we are in strong disagreement but 
the VFW has proposed no real solution. 
The students and anyone else have every 
right to demonstrate as they see fit so 
long as they remain within the limits of 
law and order. 


The students are wrong when they ad- 


vocate actions that would seriously impair 
the international efforts of this country to 
achieve its policy goals. They are encour- 
aged to seek a change in these policies 
"if they so desire but not to advocate, in 


effect, citizen refusal to carry out such poli- 
cies. 


But even in their misguided zeal to 


neutralize rather than change our foreign 
policy, they are hardly subject to such dis- 
ciplinary action as the VFW advocates. 
Much less would this nation want to have a 
program of drafting anyone who demon- 
strated against our foreign policy. 


Such a program would simply stifle de- 


bate and criticism of foreign policy and 
that is an unworthy objective. The nation, 
in fact, needs the stimulation of honest dis- 
agreement, and a forceful presentation of 
such disagreement, through demonstra- 
tions, for instance, is not to be condemned. 


The proper role of the VFW is to make 


itself heard in behalf of those policies with 
which it approves. Political differences in 
this nation have long since ceased to be 
settled by destroying the opposition.

young Birch Bayh of Indi- 
ana and young Joe Tydings 
of Maryland. 


Ed Long of Missouri voted 


for the big patent giveaway. 
So did Mike Monroney of Ok- 
lahoma, Sen. John Pastore 
of Rhode Island, who led the 
Senate battle to give space 
patents to American Tel & 
Tel and the Communications 
Satellite Corporation, voted 
for the big patent giveaway. 
This was not surprising. It 
WAS surprising t h a t his 
young 
Rhode Island col- 


league, Claiborne Pell, joined 
him. 


Stuart Symington of Mis- 


souri voted for the big patent 
giveaway. He usually votes 
with big business. So does 
Scoop Jackson of Washington 
State, home o f the Boeing 
bomber. 


Lister Hill of Alabama, cru- 


sader and author of federal 
financing for hospitals, in this 
case voted to finance the re- 
search of very healthy bil- 
lion-dollar corporations. Bob 
Byrd of West Virginia, who 
quibbles over a few hundred 
thousands dollars going to 


in the District of Columbia, 
cast his vote for the bil- 
lion-dollar giveaway. 


Vance Hartke of Indiana, 


who almost succeeded in 
blocking a military man, 
Gen. 
William F. McKee, as 


head of the Federal Aviation 
Agency, in this case voted 
with the big space contrac- 
tors who have been working 
with McKee through NASA. 


Hiram Fong, first Chinese- 


American to be elected to the 
Senate, stood up against the 
space lobby, voted for the 
giveaway. 


Another significant Repub- 


lican vote was that of John 
Williams of Delaware, who 
has been waging a year-long 
campaign against the few 
thousand dollars involved in 
Bobby 
Baker's 
influence 


peddling. He voted for the 
billion-dollar giveaway to the 
big space corporations. So 
did Thruston Morton of Ken- 
tucky, former chairman of 
the Republican N a t i o n a l 
Committee, and another ex- 
n a t i o n a l committeeman, 
Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania. 


Democrats 
who v o t ed 


against the giveaway, 26 in 
all, were led by Clint An- 
derson, -N.M., and M i k e 
Mansfield, Mont., the ma- 
jority leader. They w e r e 
joined by Bartlett, Alaska; 
Bass, Tenn.; Burdick, N.D.; 
Church, Idaho; Clark, Pa.;

up the germ; second, because 
a 
nail or similar 
object 


makes a puncture wound. 
The germs can be trapped 
deep inside, and begin to 
multiply once the w o u n d 
closes 
over 
and excludes 


air. A cut, on the other hand, 
usually bleeds freely (wash- 
ing 
out 
germs) 
and 
is 


more likely to remain open 
so air can enter. 


So stop worrying about get- 


ting lockjaw from rusty wa- 
ter. 


Nevertheless, let's be up- 


to-date about things, and take 
a couple of precautions. 


First, the water probably 


indicates that the pipes need 
attention. 
The rust 
itself 


won't hurt you. But if a pipe 
rusts through, making even 
a small leak, it becomes a 
place through which some 
other form of contamination 
could enter. 


Second, the lockjaw germ 


can 
lurk anywhere—barn- 


yards, 
city 
streets, 
dirty 


basements, rubbish heaps or 
dumps. 


If you were hurt in a bad 


accident of some kind, it 
would be a routine precau- 
tion for doctors to .give you 
an anti-tetanus injection. But 
what if you pick up the germ 
from what seems to be a 
minor injury?

kidney or heart trouble, I 
wouldn't 
worry—and even 


then the presence of sodium 
or other materials would be 
more significant than t h e 
lime. 


Dear Dr. Molner: Is there 


any danger in too much Vit- 
amin A? I am taking a cap- 
sule of 50,000 units a day. 
—MISS J. W. 


Vitamin A is not eliminated 


as rapidly as some others. 
Hence it is stored in the 
body. 
' I certainly don't want you 
to be afraid of such a useful 
vitamin, but the answer is 
yes, it can be harmful if tak- 
en too long in excessive quan- 
tities. 


The maximum daily dose 


is 50,000 units, which you are 
taking. This should be con- 
tinued only under your doc- 
tor's supervision. (I presume 
that he prescribed this dose 
and you are not taking any 
such amount of your own ac- 
cord.) 


Individuals vary in t h e i r 


ability to handle large doses 
of Vitamin A over long peri- 
ods.

cause of the cramps. Tobac- 
co in any form is a potent 
cause of cramps because it 
impedes circulation. 


I 
would most certainly 


urge him to give up tobacco. 
If relief does not follow, your 
doctor may suggest medica- 
tion to dilate the blood ves- 
sels—quinine, antihistamines 
or the like. 


Dear Dr. Molner: I have a 


sagging bladder which cre- 
ates pressure and discom- 
fort. Surgery is necessary. Is 
this considered a painful and 
serious operation? I am 58 
and have a job. How long 
would it take for complete 
recovery?-MRS. S. H. 


Any operation can involve 


some discomfort, but medi- 
cation keeps the pain at a 
minimum right after surg- 
ery. I don't think you should 
be too uncomfortable. 


This type of surgery isn't 


'"serious" in that it does not 
interrupt ordinary functions 
of the body, such as digestion 
or elimination. 


The average stay in the 


hospital should be from 10 to 
14 days, plus two to three 
weeks at home before you 
return to work. Your surgeon 
can give you a closer esti- 
mate on the basis of your 
particular case.

Last F e b r u a r y President Johnson 


spoke of the need for the country to de- 
"cide on a specific amount of food reserve 
and then remove that much from the Ag- 
riculture Department just as the country 
has stockpiled other vital things. 


Thus far there has been no sign that 


Congress was listening. Little has been 
done with the suggestion. 


This is a mistake. Our requirements 
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continue to grow, but our stockpile goes up 
or down according to the harvest and the 
farm program. But with 200 million people 
in the country, this can be a danger- 
ous policy. 


The U.S. Department of Agriculture es- 


timates that our carry-over of wheat July 1 
will be 905 million bushels, the carry-over 
of com on October 1 will be 1.150 billion 
bushels. Both these carry-overs are consid- 
erably reduced from the average of 1957- 
fil. The cverage carry-over for wheat dur- 
ing that period was 1.245 billion bushels 
and for corn 1.641 billion bushels. Yet the 
coiiMimptivc capacity of the nation is con- 
stantly growing. 


It has become a national custom to 


look on food as something we will always 
have in profusion. But food is an essential 
to life. With it we live. Without it we quick- 
ly die. We should not be so loose in view- 
ing our reserves. Actually today we have 
only about 4.5 bushels of wheat per person 
and we harvest wheat once a year. It is 
questionable whether we have a year's sup- 
ply of wheat on hand to save us from 
one bad year of production. 


We should have no less than a year's 


supply of all kinds of foodstuffs and even 
that would not fulfill our commitments to 
the rest of the world.

Dear Dr. .Molner: Is there 
any danger in too much Vit­ 
amin A? I am taking a cap­ 
sule of .50,000 units a day . 
-.MISS .1. W. 
Vitamin A is not eliminated 
as rapidly as some others. 
Hence it* is stored in the 
body . 
I certainly don’t want y ou 
to be afraid of such a useful 
vitamin, but the answer is 
y p« ;, it can be harmful if tak­ 
en too long in excessive quan­ 
tities. 
The maximum daily dose 
is 50.000 units, which y ou are 
taking. This should be con­ 
tinued only under y our doc­ 
tor's su|)ervision. (I presume 
that he prescribed this dose 
and y ou are not taking any 
such amount of y our own ac­ 
cord. ) 
Individuals vary in t h e i r 
ability to handle large doses 
of Vitamin A over long peri­ 
ods. Sy mptoms from over­ 
dosage may take some time 
to develop. These are weak­ 
ness, loss of appetite, pos­ 
sibly some fever, changes 
in the hair, bone tenderness, 
and enlargement of liver. 


The 
sy mptoms 
subside 
w hen the overdose is reduced 
or -topfied. 
I decidedly do not imply 
that Vitamin .A in rea.sonable 
amount.', 
i.s 
dangerous, 
it 
isn't. .And it is ofbui very use­ 
ful in large amounts short of 
the dangerou.s level. Since it 
build.s up gradually , one must 
keep in mind that the length 
of time over which large 
amounts are taken is an im­ 
portant factor. 


Dear Doctor: My husband 
is HI and suffers, especially 
at night, with pain in t h e 
calves of his legs. He smokes 
and chews. Do y ou think 
tjiat stopping either form of 
tobacco would help'.*—.MRS.

At his age one suspects 
faulty 
circulation

cause of the cramps. Tobac­ 
co in any form is a potent 
cause of cramps because it 
impedes circulation.

If relief does not follow, y our 
doctor may suggest medica­ 
tion to dilate the blood ves­ 
sels (luimne, antihistamines 
or the like.

Dear Dr. Moincr: I have a 
sagging bladder which cre­ 
ates pressure and discom­ 
fort. Surgery is necessary . Is 
tjiis considered a painful and 
serious operation? I am .58 
and have a Job. How long 
would it take for complete 
recovery ?—.MRS.

.Any operation can involve 
some discomfort, but medi­ 
cation keeps the pain at a 
minimum right after surg­ 
ery . I don’t think y ou should 
be too uncomfortable. 
This ty pe of surgery isn’t 
“ serious” in that it does not 
interrupt ordinary functions 
of the body , such as digestion 
or elimination. 
The average stay in the 
hospital should be from 10 to 
14 day s, plus two to three 
weeks at home before y ou 
return to work. Your surgeon 
can give y ou a closer esti­ 
mate on the basis of y our 
particular case.

Washington (£> — Secretary 


of State Dean Rusk warned 
Wednesday that casualties 
will mount iu the "brutal 
vyar" in Viet Nam. He said 
the Communists are pushing 


for "a military victory, n°t 
peace." 


"The other side Is obvious- 


ly not ready for peace," Rusk 
said in recounting unsuccess- 
ful p e a c e talk attempts. 


"There is no procedural mir- 
acle through which peace can 
be attained if one side is de- 
termined to continue the 
war." 


The secretary of state gave 


a somber, across-the-board 
defense of the Johnson ad- 
ministration's Southeast Asia 
policy in a speech to the 
American Foreign Service As- 
sociation. 


Reds' Son La Base Raided Third Time 


Saigon, Viet Nam UrV- U.S. 


Air Force pilots staged their 
third and apparently most de- 
structive raid Wednesday on 
the Son La military base, 110 
miles west northwest of Han- 
oi. Fifty buildings were de- 
stroyed and 43 were damaged, 
a spokesman said. 


T h r e e barracks and a 


bridge were reported de- 
stroyed in a strike last Friday 
at Son La, 25 miles above the 
21st Parallel marking t h e 
Hanoi line and 80 miles from 


Red China's frontier. News-1 
men were told nine buildings 
were destroyed and 20 dam- 
aged in the second raid Tues- 
day. 


W h i l e a 37-plane fleet 


staged the third strike, Com- 
munist gunners hit and set 
afire one of a four-plane 
team of U.S. Air Force Thun- 
derchiefs on a road recon- 
naissance mission farther 
south. The spokesman said 
the pilot parachuted to Com- 
munist soil, but was plucked 
back safely within two hours. 


Details, including the name 


of the pilot, were withheld. 


Of 50 planes officially re- 


ported lost in raids north of 
the border, a score of pilots 
have been saved by aircraft 
assigned to rescue work. 


Radio Hanoi, whose figures 


never conform to those an- 
nounced in Saigon, declared 
three U.S. planes were shot 
down. 


Accompanying a series of 


raids north of the border were 
bomb and napalm strikes at 
the Viet Cong by U.S. Marine 


jet squadrons at two points 
south of Da N'ang. 


Marine fliers loosed 20 tons 


of explosives in support of a 
Vietnamese government unit 
hunting guerrillas in 
the 


Quang Ngai area. 


A Marine spokesman said 


many Viet Cong were re- 
ported killed. The Vietnamese 
troops had claimed they killed 
50 guerrillas in the ground 
operation. Three American 
advisers^two U.S. Army of- 
ficers and one enlisted man 
—were wounded slightly. 


Rusk reported that iii "a 


brutal war—marked by terror 
and sneak attack, and by the 
killing of women and children 
in the night"—the Communist 
Viet Cong guerrillas h a v e 
killed some 25,000 South Viet- 
namese soldiers since 1951. 


And in the past IS months 


they have murdered more 
than 2,500 South Vietnamese 
civilians, he said, adding that 
in terms of South Viet Nam's 
15 million population, these 
losses are bigger than Ameri- 
ca's casualties in World War 
II. 


Since the onset of the Viet 


Cong monsoon season offen- 


sive, he said, "setbacks have 
occurred and serious defeats 
have be?n avoided only by the

Vietnamese bravery and ef- 
fective air and other sup- 
port." 


8,100 Dead Confirmed 


"From April 1 to date, we 


have had confirmed reports of 
almost 5.000 Viet Cong dead,

"We must expect these loss- 


es to continue—and our own 
losses may increase."

They left the money in two 
bank bags on the floor of their 
car. 


The hostages, H. S. Mabry 


Jr., manager of the Mountain 
View Bank, and his wife were 
forced at gunpoint Tuesday 
night to accompany the three 
men to the bank. 


The Mabrys, prisoners for 


about four hours, were bound 
and ragged and left at the 
bank after the trio, stymied 
by the time lock on the safe 
inside the vault, settled for 
the bags of silver beside the 
vault safe.

The Mabrys freed them- 


selves and notified authorities 
after the men left.

Sutterfield emptied his 
revolver at the men, ap- 
parently missing them. Sut- 
terfield dropped behind cover 
to reload and two of the men 
fled. 


The third man wrestled with 


the wounded Hendrix for the 
shotgun, then grabbed t h e 
trooper's revolver, took the 
shotgun, arid ran.

It is not a new conven- 


tion—it is at least thirty-five 
years old — But, for o n e 
reason or another, it has nev- 
er become popular. Actually, 
the grand slam force is easy 
to apply and hard to abuse, 
but, 
despite this, it has nev- 


er been popularly accepted 


Let's see how it works in 


this hand South bids a club, 
North a spade, South two 
diamonds, and North four 
diamonds 


At this point South can be 


reasonably sure of a small 
slarr and has c" er right to 
consid°r the possibility of a 
grand slam. The grand slam 
does not depend on how many 
points or aces North has, but 
rather on whether North's 
values include the A-K of 
trumps. If he has them both 
a grand-slam 
must be a 


sound undertaking. 


Accordingly, Soutli makes 


the artificial bid of f i v e 
notrump —the grand slam 
force. This requests partner 
to iump to seven of the 
agreed trump suit whenever 
he has two of the three top 
trump honors. 


North responds according- 


ly with seven diamonds, hav- 
ing the A-K of trumps, and 
the contract is easily made 
It is not up to North to weigh 
the general value of his hand, 
he merely obeys .vhen part- 
ner aks him to pinpoint his 
trump holding With only the 
ace or the king, not both, 
North would respond six dia- 
monds, which in this case 
would end the bidding 


The one thing to watch out 


for in using the grand slam 
force, is not to confuse it 
with Blackwood 
Thus, a 


Blackwood four notrump bid 
which is then followed by 
five notrump, after partner 
responds, is a Blackwcod 
call for kings and has noth- 
ing to do with the grand 
slam force.

be renovated for use as a 
gallery of art, crafts and de- 
sign. 


Johnson signed a document 


to transfer the building from 
the government to the Smith- 
sonian Institution. 


The 96-year-old red sand- 


stone building, which stands 
next to Blair House where 
most 
distinguished 
foreign 


visitors stay, was the origi- 
nal home of the Corcoran Gal- 
lery of Art. 


The government took over 


the building in 1901 and it 
was occupied by the court of 
claims until last year. 


Johnson signed the trans- 


fer documents during a call 
by Dr. S. Dillon Ripley, sec- 
retary of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution. 


"I would hope that tours of 


this gallery might play a

New Bills Ban Anonymous 
Campaign Literature, Gifts 


New bills were introduced 


in the Legislature Wednesday 
to prohibit anonymous politi- 
cal campaign literature and 
to require candidates to fully 
disclose campaign contribu- 
tions. 


They were requested 
by 


Governor Morrison. They were 
submitted by Sens. Jerome 
Warner of Waverly, Jules W. 
Burbach of Crofton and Fern 
Hubbard Orme of Lincoln. 


The bill outlawing anony- 


mous political campaign' lit- 
erature was drafted by Doug- 
las County Election Commis- 
sioner Jerry Hassett. It is in- 
tended to eliminate smear lit- 
erature in campaigns. 


The bill, LB915, would re- 


quire all campaign literature 


to contain the name and busi- 
ness address of the printer 
and name and street address 
of the person or committee re- 
quiring the printing. T h i s 
would apply to handbills, ad- 
vertisements, pamphlets, cir- 
c u l a r s, postcards, photo- 
graphs, placards or letters in 
all elections. 


The contributions distl-_-sure 


bill, LB916, requires candi- 
dates to file reports with the 
secretary of state showing the 
amount and sources of all 
campaign contributions. 


Now, 
reports need only 


show the contributions made 
to the candidates' commit- 
tees and not contributions 
made directly to the candi- 
date himself.

Water Came Up 


Ii is sand-dune desert, and 


i no mistake, but w h a t has 
come up with the oil, from dif- 
ferent depths, of course, is 
water. It has changed every- 
thing. It comes up in such 
quantity that there are vast 
areas of garden, blossoming 
oleander bushes and trees, 
swimming pools that would do 
credit to a big Florida hotel, 
green 
lawns 
and 
goldfish 


ponds. 


A l a k e has been created 


with two sail boats bobbing 
around right under the noses 
of the camels which come to 
drink. The nomadic drivers 
look upon this new body of 
water as another of the un- 
numbered gifts of Allah. 


There is one dialectic con- 


tradiction among the gifts of 
Allah. When the camels come 
to drink they eat up all the 
flowers and bushes which the 
French engineers have plant- 
ed around the lake. A barbed- 
wire entanglement is being 
strung to keep the camels 
away from the flowers. 


No Motor-Bike Cackle 


But the silence is notice- 


able; no trains, no cars, no 
cackling motor bikes, no dis- 
tant whistles, no c h u r c h 
bells, no groups of students 
singing their way home. 
Nothing. 


At present this is a man's 


city. There are about 5,000 
French and Algerian engi- 
neers and workers, from sen- 
ior geologists to sweepers, and 
about 40 women. 


Among the women are a few 


unattached secretaries, but 
most are wives. 


"This is the greatest oasis 


in the desert," said an engi- 
neer strolling into the air- 
cooled bar of the S. N. Repal. 
This is one of the two French 
companies which discovered 
oil here, laid out the gardens 
and built the quarters, t h e 
movie theaters, the swimming 
pools, the stables, the tennis 
courts and the zoos. 


Not Much Drinking 


The men don't drink much 


and gambling is not allowed. 
Occasionally there is about of 
private poker in quarters. 
There is a running h r i d g e 
game, very expert. Work is 
intense. New explorations for 
oil continue. The oil c o m e s 
boiling hot from a bed 11,000 
feet down. 


The tour of duty is usually 


three years, but many stay 
longer. Gerard Thurlow, a 
French bachelor about 35, has 
been here since the c a m p 
started in 195S, working for 
CFPA, the other F r e n c h 
company. He has no yen to 
leave. 


With other senior personnel 


he lives in a section of t h e 
camp gaily called "the 16th 
Arrondisement." That is the 
fashionable section of Paris. 
It is the fashionable quarter 
of CFPA also. 


Single Girls In Hotel 


Each man hats a room and 


bath and easy access to the 
dining and lounging quarters. 
No women stay there. The 
families live in separate 
houses, the single girls in a 
small hotel where sometimes 
visiting delegations also stay. 


Married men work a six- 


day week and have a month's 
vacation yearly. The bache- 
lors work every day, Sun- 
days and all, but at the end 
of six weeks they get two 
weeks' vacation in Algiers or 
France, with transportation 
paid by the company. 


For saving money, this is 


the place. Frenchmen get a 
30% bonus for working in Al- 
geria, another 30% for work- 
ing in the desert, and food 
and quarters are provided by 
the company. Tough.

RFK Urges 
Nuclear 
Ban Effort 


Washington ft — Sen Rob- 
ert F. Kennedy, D-N.V.. said 
Wednesday the world must 
move quickly beyond the test 
ban treaty with new efforts 
to halt the spread of nuclear 
weapons. 


". . . We cannot allow the 


demands of day-to-day policy 
to obstruct our 
efforts 
to 


solve the problem of nuclear 
spread," Kennedy said in a 
Senate speech. "We cannot 
wait for peace in Southeast 
Asia — which will not come 
until nuclear weapons have 
spread beyond recall." 


Asked for comment on the 


speech, White House Press 
Secretary George E. Reedy 
said. "As you know, the Pres- 
ident some time ago appoint- 
ed a task force headed by 
Roswell Gilpatric to look into 
this matter." 


Still Secret 


He said the report, still se- 


cret, is under study by Presi- 
dent Johnson, and various of- 
ficials. 


"Of course, we are glad 


Sen. Kennedy is also inter- 
ested in this field." Reedy 
' said. 


'•The need to halt the spread 


of nuclear weapons must be 
of central priority in the 
American policy," Kennedy 
said. ''Of all our major in- 
terests, this now deserves and 
demands the greatest ad- 
ditional effort." 


Unless some action is taken 


swiftly, the New York Demo- 
crat said, at least a dozen 
new nations will be able to 
produce 
nuclear 
weapons 


within three years. Red Chi- 
na exploded its first nuclear 
blast last fall. 


Second Step 


The 1963 limited nuclear test 


ban treaty has been hailed 
as the first step toward peace, 
Kennedy said, "but we have 
not yet taken the second step. 


He proposed several ap- 


proaches : 


—That the United States 


seek a non-proliferation treaty 
with the Soviet Union whic'h 
would give all nations a two- 
power guarantee against nuc- 
clear blackmail. 


—Efforts to create nuclear- 


free zones in the world, par- 
ticularly in Latin America 
and Africa. 


—Extension of the atmos- 


pheric test ban agreement to 
i n c l u d e detectible under- 
ground explosions. 


—Freezing of U.S. and So- 


viet nuclear stockpiles at their 
present level. 


—Strengthen and 
support 


the International Atomic En- 
ergy Agency. 


JFK Quoted 


The speech quoted freely 


from statements by his broth- 
er, the late President John F. 
Kennedy, who negotiated the 
test ban treaty in 1963. Of 
Johnson, Kennedy said only 
that he was "deeply commit- 
ted" to this policy. 


"It is difficult to negotiate 


on any question with the in- 
transigent leaders of Commu- 
nist China," Kennedy said. ''It 
is doubly difficult when we 
are engaged in South Viet 
Nam. China is profoundly sus- 
picious of and hostile to us— 
as we are highly suspicious of 
her. 


"But China is there. China 


will have nuclear weapons. 
And without her participation 
it will be infinitely more dif- 
ficult, perhaps impossible in 
the long rim, to prevent nu- 
clear proliferation." 


He concluded that e v e n 


though it would require the 
cooperation of China, Russia, 
France and all other nations 
"with any nuclear capability 
whatever, it does not follow 
that we should wait lor that 
cooperation before beginning 
our efforts."
